N THE following pages we have gathered short descriptions of the plants we consider 
the finest, most ornamental and suitable for all kinds of decorative purposes. All the 
plants enumerated are in fine, healthy condition, and having been grown on cool benches, 

are thus able to withstand rough usage. They comprise all the useful Palms in the best decora- 
tive sizes, including extra-large and fine specimens, which are in great demand and very diffi- 
cult to procure at present. The Ferns are the finest of their class, and include the desirable 
Adiantum Farleyense, of whi h we have an elegant stock. In fancy foliage plants we are 
happy to state that we have a good stock, and would recommend them highly to all florists 
They will be found to be a striking novelty, drawing customers to their greenhouses and stores, 
and the best and cheapest advertisement they can have. They are profitable to handle, and 
help the skillful decorator in his task of producing novel features in artistic arrangement. We 
have a very large stock of all these classes of plants, but as there is a bottom to the deepest 
well, we fear before long in many cases our supply will be short, as the demand for them is 
growing very rapidly. Therefore, we would advise all the florists to kindly send their orders in 
as early as possible, to enable us to fill the same. 

High-class decoration is now a leading feature with florists, and almost every idea has been 
exhausted to produce something novel and attractive. In this Catalogue we print two plates re- 
produced from photographs of designs, and well worthy of notice. The one on the front page 
consists of a center-piece made by us for a New York Florist’s Club dinner. The arrangement 
is a small tree fern planted in a vase, on to which choice plants, Orchids, Cypripediums, Nepen- 
thes, Sarracenias, Bromeliads, Ferns, Asparagus, etc., have been planted. 

The other plate on the back of the cover was an arrangement which was presented to one 
of our customers going abroad. It consisted of a Bromeliad in a basket, the sides of which were 
covered with cork bark. The axils of the leaves were filled with sphagnum moss, and then 
thoroughly watered overhead. In this we inserted sprays of Orchids, Cypripediums and 
Asparagus plumosus. The whole was done without using any fastenings of any kind, and the 
effect was so pleasing and natural that it was admired by all on board. Besides, the flower- 
piece lasted the whole voyage, and was fresh enough to present to a friend in England after the 
journey. 

These descriptions we merely introduce as types showing the character of society calls upon 
the florist of the present day. On such ideas he can act at short notice, if he has on hand a 
stock of the plants enumerated in this Catalogue.

HIS royal family of plants must be placed amongst the foremost of 
decorative plants. Their graceful and imposing beauty makes them 
invaluable in any decoration, either large or small. As a background 

for groups or as isolated specimens for vases and jardinieres, their bright 
green, shiny fronds give elegance to their surroundings. Besides their orna- 
mental qualities, their hardiness is highly to be commended, as with ordinary 
care they will flourish in any place that has a moderate temperature. 

In securing Palms, the main point to observe is to purchase only plants 
that have been grown cool, and that are clean and free from insects. Such 
plants will last twice as long in decoration as those that have been grown on 
bottom heat. We have specimens from 6 inches up to 20 feet high, with low 
prices corresponding to the excellent quality of the stock.- Following are 
such kinds as we can recommend the most highly out of our stock of 230 
varieties :

ERNS, with their dainty fronds of different hues of green, are nowadays 
[= largely used, not only in small staging and filling jardinieres, but also 
as solitary specimens in vases, and for other purposes, while in the cut 

state they are used extensively. Adiantum Farleyense is by all means the 
finest of them all. Unfortunately this species will never be as plentiful as 
others on account of the fact that the only means of propagation is by divis- 
ion. Our stock of Ferns is very varied, from small plants in two-inch pots 
up to the Tree Ferns 20 feet high, and includes all the varieties known and 
worthy of cultivation. The following are a few of our large collection of 
varieties.
